ROOSEVELT FLIES 
IN ACROPLANE 
AND ENIUYS IT 


The Colonel Made the Ascent 
With Aviator Hoxsey at St 
Louis 


AS ROOSEVELT FLEW 
HE WAVED AT PEOPLE 


Aviator Had to Caution the 
Colonel to Keep His Hands 
on the Holding Rail---Roose- 
velt Said He Did -Not Feel 
Particle of Fear While in the 
Air. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 11.—Theodore 
Roosevelt made an aeroplane flight to- 
day and said it was the finest expe- 
rience he ever had. He traveled twice 
aiound the aviation field at Kinloch, 
18 miles west of St. Louis, in 3 min- 
utes and 20 seconds. He waved his 
hand at the crowd of thousandg on the 
field below, most of whom were to9 
dumfounded to move. When the ma- 
chine alighted, easily, a few feet from 
the starting place, a mighty shout 
of applause and relief went up. 

Arch Hoxsey, a Wright aviator, with 
Colonel Roosevelt made his 
said that his passenger made 
a good fellow voyager for such a 
trip, except that instead of being 
afraid he was having such a good time 
that Hioxsey Was afraid he would fall 
out or interfere with the engine, which 
ioaring at his side. 

The Colonel Obeyed Orders. 

The colonel waved his hands at the 
crowd below so vigorously that Hoxsey 
calleqd out to him: 

“Keep your hands on the rail, 
nel.” 

Colonel Roosevelt, who had forgot- 
ten to hold himself in, waved his hands 
once more and then obeyed orders. 

The colonel’s flight was a surprise 
to everybody. Although he had been 
invited to go, no one had the least 
idea that he would do so, and he, him- 
self, did not decide to go until] the 
moment before he stepped into the ma- 
chine.

Fourth Ward. Citizens! 


Hold Important Meeting 


Resolutions Adopted Asking 
the Real Estate and Renting 
Agents Not to Sell or Rent to 
Negroes in Certain Parts of 
Jackson Hill Section. 


Determined to make strenuous ef- 
forts to stop the steady influx of ne- 
groes into the white portion of the 
fourth ward, prominent citizens of the 
“Jackson Hill’ section held a meeting 
last night at the old Grace Methodist 
church, and adopted resolutions fixing 
a boundary line, and at the same time 
put the public and all jeal estate deai- 
ers on notice that the sale or rentjng 
of property within the white territory 
should be considered as a “reprehensi- 
ble and unfriendly act.” 

Several very poirted speeches were 
made during the session, the principal 
speakers being B. Lee Smith, president 
of the Fourth Ward Progressive Club; 
Walter McElreath, Eugene Mitchell 
and J. C. Baldwin. 

Conditions at the Present. 

Mr. Smith stated what the conditions 

are now, pointing out that the negroes 


are fast coming into the white terri- | 


tory; said that the real estate men 


should not rent to negroes in that sec- 
tion, and declared there was great need 
of improved street car service, 

Mr. McElreath and Mr.°Mitchell both 
said that the real cause of the increase 

negro residents was the change in 
the street car service. They held that 
property had lost its value, and was 
sold to negro@s because the ~~ . 
run through the negro section, and: ot 
on Edgewood avenue, as they formerly 
did. They advocated changing it back 
to Edgewood avenue, or running up 
a line up Houston to Irwin, and thence 
out Jackson. 

“The people won’t live in a place 
where they are compelled to walk to,” 
said Mr. Mitchell. “Neither will they 
live in a place where they have to s0 
on cars that are filled with negroes.” 

He mentioned, for the information 
of, those present, that the Boulevafd 
car now runs from Morris Brown col- 
lege, a negro institution, to the Atlanga 
university, another nmegro institution. 
This, he pointed out, kept all white 
people from coming into the fourth 
ward to buy. 

Want Bell Cut Out. 

J. C. Baldwin said that the fountain- 
head of all the trouble was the effcrt 
of Bishop C. S. Smith, of the Morris 
Brown college, to get negroes to settle 
in that neighborhood, and mix with 
the whites. 

He said that a bell. which is rung 
every morning at 5 o’clock at the Mor- 
ris Brown college “to wake up a few 
negro boarders and warn them that 
breakfast was near at hand.” is a pub- 
lic nuisance, and should be so declared. 

The citizens are greatly interested 
in the matter, and are determined to 
draw a separating line. 

At the close of the meeting an exec- 
utive committee of ten was appointed 
to see that the boundary line be main- 
tained. Another session will be held 
within a week. 

Resolution Is Adopted. 

The resolution adopted is as fol- 

lows:

RUUSEVELT LANDS 


He Says Party Represents 
Special Interests. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 11.—Theodore 
Roosevelt denounced the democratic 
party.in New York, as “an unholy al- 
liance between Wall street and Tam- 
many Hall” in a speech here tonight, 
and attacked the democratic party in 
Missouri by calling it the “party that 
represents the special interests and 
special privileges.” 

Colonel Roosevelt also defended the 
present position of the § republican 
party in regard to the tariff. He did 
not discuss the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law, saying that he wished the: people 
to look forward and not back. He 
said the party was united On the doc- 
trine that the tariff shall be Such as 
to equalize the cost of production here 
and abroad, and that it should be reg- 
ulated by a commission. He said that 
under the present system it was im- 
possible to obtain satisfactory results, 
and added that, when the commissioa 
system was established there should 
government supervision to deter- 
mine whether the workmen were get- 
ting the benefit they were supposed 
to have from the tariff.

the charges preferred against him. by 
Colonel W.. 8. Witham,. the banker, 
that he exceeded his authority in 
striking his negro chauffeur while*un- 
der arrest. - 

At the concluison of the trial. of Mc- 
Hugh, Mr. Witham-declared to the 
commissioners that if they did not 


take stringent action in the case,’ he 
thought it high time that citizens‘ of 
Atlanta organized a society’ for the 
protection of negroes against -the 
abuse to which he declared they were 
subjected by policemen. 

The. remarks of . Colonel Witham 
brought forth a vigorous resentment 
from Commissioner A. H. Van Dyke 
when the’ boards retired to executive 
session. He declared that the board 
had never fostered excessive authority 
on the fart of the police, and that Mr. 
Witham’s remarks were unjust to the 
board. 

McHugh was accused of slapping the 
negro, Will. Blake, and placing him 
under arrest because he refused to 
“move on” 
were’ dispersing a disorderly crowd 
Sunday morning two weeks ago. When 
th negro was. tried pefore the re- 
corder the case was dismisged, and 
McHugh censured for the way he had 
treated the negro. McHugh 6 intro- 
duced several witnesses to. show that 
Blake ‘was impudent, and’ that he 
reached in his pocket as if to draw a 
weapon when ordered to move.

FRINCE IN THROES 
OF CREAT STANE 


Vast Network of Rail- 
way Lines Tied Up. 


Paris, October 11.—-The vast net- 
work of railway lines covering north- 
ern France and embraced in the north- 
ern railroad ‘system, was practically 
tied up today by a strike of trainmen 
that developed gradually during the 
night and today. 

The men demand a minimum wage 
of $1 a day and other concessions. 

Traffic to and from this city ever 
northern lines is discouraged. The 
effect was immediately apparent on 
the bourse, where railway stocks de- 
clined, and on the Bourse de Commerce 
where sugar jumped one franc and flour 
fifty centimes. 

The cabinet met in special session 
and voted to place the railroad on a 
military basis. A decree will be is- 
sued tomorrow and it’ is understood 


the government will take advantage 
of the law which permits it to mus- 


ter the railway employees into twenty- 
day service as reservisis, thereby sub- 
jJecting them to military discipilne. 
There is much dissatisfaction on the 
western railroad, where the service has 
been discouraged by something in the 
nature of a passive strike. Should the 


ee

artery for commuters, g0 out, busi- 
ness in Paris, already seriously affect- 
ed, might be paralyzed. 

Grave Consequences. 

Grave consequences may follow the 
action of the cabinet. Should the gov- 
ernment adopt the extreme measure 
of calling out the strikers as reserv- 
ists, the situation will be serious, as 
the strikers have voted not to respond. 
They will base their refusal. on the 
ground. that the law proVides for the 
mobilization of technical employees of 
the railroads only for -the transporta- 
tion of troops and materials of war. 

Up to this afternoon comparatively 
little violence had been reported, but 
as the telephone and telegraph wires 
to the north have béen cut, there is 
some apprehension as to what has 
taken place in the outlying districts. 

Troops occupy the’ important points 
along the railroad lines and the road is 
being patrolled by soldiers.

Colone] Roosevelt then turned to a 
discussion of “new nationalism,” every 
principle of which, he said, was to be 
found in the profession and the prac- 
tices of Abraham Lincoln. 

Bitter Attacks on Democracy. 

Colonel Roosevelt closed his speech 
with a vigorous aftack upon the dem- 
ocratic party and an appeal to the peo- 
ple to support the republican party. 

“Our opponents,” said he, “stand for 
nothing. In one state they claim to 
represent a radicalism so extreme and 
so foolish that if there were any at- 
tempt to apply it in practice, it would 
invoke the most absolute reaction. In 
other states they stand avowedly, or if 
not avowedly, they stand in reality, in 
spite of hypocritical professions to the 
contrary, for open reaction. They 
have no coherent policy. 

“A party that nominates Mr. bryan 
as a radical one year and Mr. Parker 
as an ultra-conservaive next time, and 
then Mr. Bryan again and then waits 
to see if somebody won't carry an elec- 
tion somewhere so they can nominate 
him again, that party has forfeited the 
right to the respect and support of in- 
dependent citizens who seriyvusly wish 
well] to their native land. 

“We have a coherent policy. We 
have had 4@ifficulties. We are set.ling 
them, notby compromise of principles, 
but by coming together o na pl. form 
which is one of high principles, and 
also of proved efficinecy. We ask you 
to support us. We ask you to support us 
in Missouri as‘in New York, because 
we preach the same doctrine in M'‘s- 
souri and in New York; because what 
I say to you tonight ig exactly what I 
should say in every state of this un- 
ion.”

New York, October 11.—A conference 
relative to-cotton bills of lading was 
held this afternoon between Sir Ed- 
ward H. Holdén, managing director of 
City and Midland bank, 
and a number of New York bankers 
who are interested in settling the dis- 
pute with fvereign financial interesis 
over guaranteeing such securities, No 
definite action was taken toward ef- 
fecting a settlement, it was announced 
later, but further conferences are to 
be held which may bring an agree- 
ment.

| Want to Keep on Good Terms 
With Great Britain. 


Lisbon, October 11.—Although the 
city remains under martial law, pend- 
ing a reorganization of the adminis- 
tration, the soldiers have been grad- 
ually withdrawn from the streets. The 
people have resumed their business oc- 
cupations and perfect tranquillity pre- 
vails. Several churches were re-open- 
ed this morning. 

The governinent has announced that 
the Irish Dominican fathers and nuns, 
who have conducted a school here for 
many years, will be exempted from 
the order of expulsion. This step 
doubtless is due to the desire of the 
repubiicans to keep on good terms 
with Great Britain. 

The caswilty list from the resent 
fighting falls below the most moder- 
erate of previous estimates. The offi- 
cial estimates gives the number killed 
as between 100 and 150. Unofficial es- 
timates place the number stil! lower. 

One of the plans. attributed to the 
organizers of the revolution was to 
bring off the coup d'etat on October i, 
when King Manuel was visiting the 
premier in the northernmost’ province 
of the kingdom.

Louisville, Miss., October 11.—Swin- 
ton Permenter, 19 yvears old, farmer, was 
adjudged guilty of murder in the first 
degree early tonight, a jury sustaining 
the charge that he mistreated and 
clubbed to death Miss Janie Sharpe, 
the daughter of a prominent planter, 
several montlis ago. 

The verdict followed deliberations in 
the jury room extending over four 
hours and came after the first bal‘ot. 
Application for a new trial will be 
made tomorrow, it Is announced, when 
the youth will be called for pronounce.- 
ment of sentence. Although apparent- 
lv bordering on collapse when the ver- 


dict was returned, Permenter quickly » 


regained his composure, and tonight 
stoutly maintains his innocence. 

Because of the prominence of the 
parties to the trial and the especially 
brutal manner in which the young 
woman was Killed, the case has at- 
tracted unusual attention. During the 
hearing several thapsand persons as- 
semb'ed in Lovtisvile from the sur- 
rounding country, and minor manifes- 
tations of an adverse popular feeling 
were frequent.

The evidence presented by the state 
was entirely circumstantial, and the 
defense depended on the establishment 
of an alibi to secure an acquittal.

ASKED BY ED MOOK 


Insurance Man Charges the 
Great Southern With 
Breach of Contract. 


Ed 8. Moore, assistant secretary and 
underwriter of the Great Southern 
Accident and Fidelity Company, has 
filed suit for $13,333.32 damages against 
his company, charging a breach of 
contract. | 

He says that the Great Southern 
offered him the position of assistant 
Secretary at $10,000 a year, and that 
he left a paying insurance business 
in Birmingham to accept -the offer;

This is not, how- 
éver, the famous Marmon “Wasp,” 
which raced briliiantly at the spring 
meet. That was a six-cylindered af- 
fair, with cylinders of the standard 
Marmon size. This new machine is 
a four-cylinder car, but the cylinders 
are larger than on the usual models. 
This craft is extremely speedy and 
will be heard from in all open events. 
This machine, driven by Ray Har- 
rolun, and one of the larger size stock 
models, handled by Joe Dawson, will 
deubtless start in the Atlanta grand 
prize event. The larger stock models 
wiil be in the Coca-Cola trophy event 
Sure, and probably in the City of At- 
lanta event as well. 

The Marmon team is the largest one 
ever entered for an: Atlanta meet, and 
it should take away a peck of money. 
With cars eligible in four classes, the 
Harroun-Dawson combination should 
eet away with a, noticeable slice of 
the $12,000 offered by thé local track. 

In Harroun and Dawson the Mar- 
mon team has as good a pair of drivers 
as there is in America. Harroun is an 
old hand at the game, and as steady 
a plugger as ever sat in a car. Joe 
Dawson has not been at the game 
so long, but he is a wonderfully good 
man. In the last Vanderbilt race he 
finished second. and if he had not side- 
swiped a spectator who had strayed 
out on the course, he would have won.

“If they have the grand prize race 
in Savannah November 12, following 
our meeting of November 3-5,” said 
President Candler, “it will hurt us and 
will hurt them—both in attendance 
and in the number of entries. I think 
that it is a shame to set the Savan- 
nah race that early, merely to accom- 
modate two forsign teams.”

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COTTON ADVANCES 
AFTER EARLY DECLINE 


October Contracts Reach One 
Cent Higher for the Season. 
Spot 10 Points Up. 


New York, October 11.—An early de- 
cline in the cotton market was follow- 
ed by a sharp advance, with October 
contracts making a new high record 
for the season, and the close firm at 
a net gain of 6 to 13 points for the 
day. 

The opening was steady 
vance of 6 points on October, but gen- 
erally 2 to 7 points higher during the 
early trading. The market sold off to 
a net loss of 12 to 15 points, under 
heavy realizing and locai bear pres- 
sure, inspired by indifferent cables, 


continued good weather in the south, 


aside from some further precipitation 
in Texas, and prediction® of a falling 
off in spot demand following the com- 
pletion of October engagements. Big 
blocks changed hands on the decline, 
and while prices worked lower, there 
was aggerssive selling for a reaction, 
but trade interests were large buyers 
on a scale down, and as soon as of- 
ferings for long account became small- 
er many of the early sellers turned 
for cover, with the result that prices 
soon firmed up from the lowest. At 
first there did not appear to be a 
great deal of snap to the buying on the 
advance, but there was a continued 
demand from some of the big spot 
houses, while brokers believed to be 
operating for one of last season’s bull 
leaders, gave the market a good deal 
of support, and shortly after midday 
general business became more active. 
on reports of a firmer market for 
cotton goods, claims of a better demand 
for goods from China and private ca- 
bles from London reporting that the 
bill of lading controversy had been 
practically settled. Later reports 
from the south were rather bullish 
as to spot conditions, also, and tn the 
late trading the market sold up to a 
net advance of 11 to 14 points.

MORE ACTIVITY SHOWN 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Most of Transactions Were in 
Low-Priced Non-Dividend- 
Paying Stocks. 


New York, October 11.—-The specu- 
lation in the stocks threw off some of 
the restraint today which has kept it 
in check. The fresh activity was most 
conspicuous in a variety of specialties 
not usually prominent in the dealings 


and many of these were of the low-. 


priced non-dividend paying class. A 
reason for this was found in the nar- 
row resources of the money market 
and the smaller supply of credits re- 
quisite for carrying on operations in 
the low-priced stocks. In most of 
these movements specific explanations 
were lacking and it was generally as- 
sumed that newly-formed market pools 
were responsible for most of the 
demonstrations. 

The supposition that powerful pri- 
vate bankers were supplying re- 
sources and influence to help the ad- 
vance encouraged a following by the 
professional element. The spotty 
character of the market and the un- 
responsiveness of a number of impor- 
tant railroad and industrial stocks to 
the movement were significant of the 
lack of full accord amongst the great 
banks in furthering the movement. 

The explanation of the reluctance 
of the banking community, as a whole, 
to see active speculation is found in 
the continuance of the decline in cash 
holdings and the consequent impair- 
ment of the lending power of banks. 
The subtreasury is making heavy de- 


mands again on the banks, the with-} 


drawals of cash by that institution 
for the banking week already having 
reached $3,318,000. Shipments to the 
interior also are going forward by 
express. October 15 finds some large 
dividend payments to be met, for 
which special provision is to be made. 
The call loan rate today touched 3% 
per cent as an effect of the slightly in- 
creased demand incident to the day’s 
speculative requirements. 

The foreign exchange market was 
less affected by the offerings of cét- 
ton bills, although the time is short 
when these can be sent forward for 
collection before the action of the ob- 
jection raised by the foreign bankers 
to the present method. The Septem- 
ber exports of agricultural products 
reported from Washington show only 
a slight increase over those of last 
year, less than a million dollars on al! 
accounts, the $8,716,301 increase in 
cotton exports being neutralized by 
the $5,560,850 decrease in wheat and 
flour values and by smaller decreases 
in all other items. The showing dis- 
appoints the hope that any radical 
change has occurred in the abnormal 
balance of the imports over exports. 

Yesterday's government crop report 
furnished the broad general inspira- 
tion for the stirring of speculative con- 
fidence. The certainty of agricul- 
tural crops, exceeding In value any 
that have ever been garnered, makes 


“an insurance for the materials of pros- 


perity which is expected to affect the 
whole industrial and business move- 
ment in the future. The special prom- 
ise of the spring wheat and corn crop, 
as they were affected by yesterday's 
report, found reflection in the 
strength of grangers, Internationa! 
Harvester. corn products and_- other 
stocks. The Northwestern railroad 
group got the benefit of criticisms 
leveled at the lumber rates fixed by the 
interstate commerce cammission in a 
judicial decision by the federai circuit 
court in St. Paul disallowing the 
rates.

Big Visible Supply Main Factor 
in the Decline --- Corn 


Oats Off. 


Chicago, October 11.—Weight of large ac- 
cvmulationg of wheat she world over pulled 
down prices today. The amount available is 
now 66,000,000 bushels greater than a year 
ago. Closing prices were 1 1-4 to 1 8-4 lower 
as compared with last night. Corn showed 
a net loss of 7-8 to.1lc. and oats 1-8 to T-8e. 
Provisions at the finish ranged from 15 ad- 
vance to 2 1-2 to Be. decline. 

Wheat exhibited increasing weakness ag 
the day wore on. Rallies were slow and be- 
came more and more feeble. Part of the un- 
loading was in view of tomorrow’s holiday 
in nearly all important markets, but a far 
greater share of the selling resulted from 
the withdrawal of the Argentine as a cause 
of crop fears. Still more important from a 
bear standpoint were the United States gov- 
ernment figures indicating that the shortage 
in the domestic crop is not so large as the 
trade had estimated. 

In addition, northwestern stocks continued 
to pile up despite the light reception. The 
close here was within 1-8 cent of the lowest 
figures of the day. Fiuctuations of the 
December delivery were between 95 5-8 and 
97, with the last sales at 95 8-4, a net loss of 
1 3-4. 

The effect of the government report, show- 
ing a bumper yield of corn was considerable. 
Absence of forwardings from the country 
seemed to pass unnoticed and there was much 
speculative selling as well as letting go by 
seattered longs.

Washington, October 11,—A. general 
review of the crop conditions of the 
country by the department of qagricul- 
ture issued today says: 

“The month of September was fa-, 
vorable for crops in general, taking 
the United States as a whole, an im- 
provement during the month of about 
1 per cent being shown, whereas there 
is an average decline in September of 
0.8 per cent. Aggregate crop condi- 
tions in the United States on October 
1 (or at time of harvest) were about 
1.8 per cent higher, than on corfre- 
sponding date a year ago and the 0.4 
per cent lower than the average con- 
dition on October 1 (or at time of 
harvest) of the past ten years. The 
area under culfivation is about 3.2 per 
cent more than last year.

A portion of the 
money thus derived should be used in 
purchasing a site without the city, in 
some, convenient locality, where the 
city should build a crematory for the 
disposal of its garbage. I am opposed 
to’ the location of a crematory, dump- 
ing grounds or garbage disposal plant 
at any point within the city limits.
